WHAT MB LISTER ODSEKVED 


In October, 1880, J. J. Lister visited Fal- 


con Island, then four years old, and he has 
reported the results of his observations to 
the Koyal Geographical society of London. 
1 he fine grained dust or ashes, greenish 
gray in color, of which the island is com- 
posed, ia very friable, and the waves, dash- 
ing against the new obstruction in their 
way, have torn off the edges and consider- 
ably reduced the island's area. The largest 
amount of material is gathered on one side 
of the cruter through which the tide of 
debris poured; and there a cliff, 150 foot 
high, fronts tlie sen. 
Inland the cliff 


slopes gently down until it reaches the 
level of the tongue of land, about a mile 
in length and only ten to twelve feet above 
high tide, which forms the rest of the 
island. It is a bare, dark heap of ashes, 
which the ocean rollers are doing their best 
to bury out of sight beneath the sea. As 
Mr. Lister walked over the hillside there 
was a distinct odor of sulphur in the air 
and the distant parts of the island ware 
seen through a thin, blue haze. 


The explorer found that beneath the sur- 


face the mass was still very hot. At the 
surface the temperature was 77 degs.; two 
feet below the surface the thermometer 
registered 85 degs., and six feet six inches 
below it reached 106 degs. Notwithstand- 
ing these discouraging conditions nature 
was beginning to put forth efforts to cover 
the unsightly heap with the luxuriant 
verdure of the South Sea islands. Two 
cocoanut trees were struggling upward, 
but they did not look prosperous. Speci- 
mens of grass and two other plants were 
found, and stranded fruits were found here 
and there, all ready to germinate if they 
had any encouragement. The only living 
things the visitor saw were a bird and a 
small moth, but he found the burrows of 
some creature. 


Unless the sea destroys Falcon Island be- 


fore it has a chance it is not difficult to fore- 
see what will be its future. On this vol- 
canic debris a host of marine animals and 
Dlunts will find a resting place; coral reefs 
ivill spring from the shallow waters around 
t and form a breakwater against the waves; 
.he seeds of cocoanuts and of many shore 
oving plants will drift there on the tide; 
decaying vegetation will mix with the vol- 
canic ashes to form alluvium, and another 
verdant island fit for the abode of man will 
exist in the southern seas.—New York Sun,

Temperature of Trees. 


It has long been noticed that snow melts 


more rapid ly immediately around the trunk 
of a tree than at any other point. The rea- 
son given for this has been that the tree 
contains a greater degree of heat than the 
surrounding atmosphere, and this caused 
the snow to melt.

a rule, the temperature of the interior of a 
tree is somewhat higher than that of the 
air, except during the warmer parts of the 
day, the maximum temperature of the aii 
being generally between 1 and 8 p. m., and 
the minimum between 8 and 7 a. m. 


The comparative tables show that heat Is 


absorbed and radiated more rapidly in the 
outer layers than in the center. A curious 
difference was discovered in the wood of the 
oak and pine at Bll times, except during the 
latty part of the night and early morning 
This is attributed to the thick coating of the 
leaves on the pine preventing absorptio 
of heat by the trunk.—Botanical Gazette.

Eight hundred bul- 
locks were distributed among the troops 
and at once killed for use on the following 
day, ID- on tho "13ig Dance" day, or "Feast 
of Pimfieation," no shedding of blood is 
allowed, and all the natives bathe in tbe 
river eaily in the niurniug. At noon tbe 
troops, who were divided into seven large 
divihio'is— Buluwayo, Ikapa, Inxobo, Ain- 
abuto, Amakuda, Manyamaand Mahlope— 
maralii d on to the grounds, in round num- 
bers 11,000 to 10,000 men. They looked ex- 
tremely well with their largo headdresses 
of ostrich feat hers, which covered t he backs 
of their heads like helmets and extended 
over be th shoulders. All had tho national 
kilts formed of skins and tails hanging 
from their waists, and above their calves 
were fi inges of long white hair. In their 


their li^'ht the "dance sticks," with which 
about » very third step they struck their 
shields, keeping time with their songs. 
After Tuarching round the ground they 
formed one solid lino, four deep and about 
1,000 y.mls long, the Hanks inclining liko 
an arc. 
The Induna of each division had 


so told olf his men that they appeared to 
be in c< mpanics, as distinguished by their 
shields first came a company with black 
shields, followed by ones with black and 
white, nil white, nearly all black, and red 
shields 
Tho general effect produced was 


excellent. 


Prescntly thirty-six of Lobengula's wives, 


gaudilj arrayed in blue skirts and bright 
orange shawls worn over the shoulder, ap- 
peared. Each carried many pounds' weight 
of bright bends, and had the hair decked 
out wit b the royal feathers of the blue jay. 
They flled slowly from their own quarters 
ou to the parade, and then breaking up 
into gi oups of four and five they slowly 
paced up and down before the troops with 
a peculiar gait, all the time chanting and 
waving supple wands. Lobengula was too 
gouty to leave his bath chair, and, covered 
with at reoks of medicine paint, sad facing

were thousands of native spectators. Then 
the sacred black oxen were driven past, 
and, ar a signal given by Buzungwan, 
the whole line charged furiously up to the 
chief and the line of spectators. 


According to national custom, nil the 


troops now moved to drive the sacred oxen 
into the veldt and back again. While this 
was being done the black clouds which had 
threatened thunder burst into quite a storm 
and the spectators all retired for shelter. 
But in .in hour out came the sun again, 
and the troops, who had reformed line in 
the heavy ruin, chanted and brandished 
their shields and sticks as before, and every 
now ami then some old warrior would rush 
out of the ranks, and, feigning to kill a foe 
with hi-> assegai, would shout out his former 
prowess in war. This went on for tv,-o 
hours, v ben the men were dismissed to their 
camps t« feast and mnke merry. 


The day after the danco is called tbe 


"slaughter day," when the chief selects 400 
or SOO cattle from the national herds, to 
which n 11 fines are paid in oxen. Then fol- 
lows a wild scene, as the Induna of each 
regiment sets to work stabbing with his 
assegai the cattle given to the men under 
his command. All the black bullocks, 
when killed, ore set apart that night for 
the spii its, but on the following or "eating 
day" their fiesh is distributed to the troops. 
The ne> t nod last day of the dance is the 
"driuki ag day," when, after a couple ot 
hours' dancing in the afternoon, the "sa- 
cred beer," of which there were 816 large 
calabashes in all, was given out to about 
3,000 warriors, and they were regaled by 
the chief with steamed meat from 176 huge 
earthen jars, which had been cooking all 
the moi ning in the "sigadflo."—Buluwnyo 
Letter.

DEMAND. 


COMITROLLER GlLKKSON MAKES A STATEMENT 


KEOARDINO His RKCBNT DECISION.

Michael O'Neill was enrolled May 26, 


1861, for two years, in Co. D, 6th N. Y. 
Vols., and mustered out (a corporal) with 
lis Company, June 25, 1863, receiving pay 
o full and $100, original bounty. 
After- 


wards, the said soldier filed an application 
for pay and additional bounty, in the office 
if the Second Auditor, which was rejected 
)ecember 8, 1871. 
No reason was given for 


the rejection of this claim, and hence it seems 
to be necessary to examine the record of the 
soldier to ascertain why this action was 
taken. 


From such examination it appears that 


the soldier, after filing his claim, enlisted in 
the regular Army of the United States, at 
Jackson Barracks, La., May 8, 1866, and 
was assigned to Co. B, 1st U. S. Infantry. 
Muster roll of December 81, 1868, reports 
him: " To be confined at Ships Island, Miss., 
for nine months, and to forfeit to the United 
States, $12 per month of his monthly pay 
for the same period, per sentence of General 
Court Martial No. 32, dated Headquarters 
Dept. of Louisiana, Dec. 12,1868. Deserted 
from the guard, Dec. 22, 1868, while en 
route to Ships Island, Miss," 


The application of the soldier was not ac- 


companied with his discharge from the vol- 
unteer service, and I assume that the Audit- 
or called for it, but, hearing nothing in 
reply, disallowed the claim. The reason no 
reply was made is evident when we consider 
that, at the time the discharge must have 
been called for by the Auditor, the soldier 
was a deserter under sentence of a Court 
Martial, and hence was probably afraid to 
make known his whereabouts, knowing if he 
did'jt would lead to his arrest. 


On the 18th of April, 1872, a person 


named Margaret O'Neill, representing her- 
self to be the widow of the aaid Michael 
O'Neill, and from the said locality, to wit: 


evidence satisfactory to the accounting offi- 
cers, the claim so paid shall be considered 
finally settled, and any and all claims for 
money, which has been once paid, shall be 
disallowed." 


In view of the fuel, however, that this 


general rule may be liable to be misunder- 
stood, I uow file this additional memorandum 
for the purpose of setting forth fully the 
facts of the case upon which the claim of 
Michael O'Neill was disallowed, and also for 
the purpose of avoiding any misunderstand- 
ing as to the scope of the general rule laid 
down. I do not mean to say that in no case 
shall a claim once paid be re-opened in order 
to show that a fraud was perpetrated upon 
the Government, and that because Ihe Gov- 
ernment was imposed upon, therefore an 
honest claimant can have no redress. The 
general rule is to be appTied in "all caseT 
where, like the case in which it wan laid 
down, there is evidence to suspect collusion 
between the claimants, or where by any act 
or negligence of the party legally entitled 
another person is enabled to perpetrate a 
fraud upon the Government. 


It must be remember that the Government 


has no means of guarding against frauds of 
this character, inasmuch as all the evidence 
presented upon claims against the Treasury 
and passed upon by the accounting officers 
is taken ex parte, and therefore it is neces- 
sary that the accounting officers should not 
only be vigilant but hold claimants to the 
strictest proof, otherwise claims will be paid 
over and over again. The rule laid down 
in the case under consideration is a general 
rule founded on sound public policy. 
I can- 


not adhere to the old rule of this Bureau, 
that where a claim has once been paid to a 
wrong person upon proof at the time satis- 
factory to the accounting officers, unleu the 
party legally entitled appears within six 
years, the claim shall be considered settled 
and no further allowances made, for I see 
uo reason for any such rule, inasmuch as 
there is no statute of limitation in favor of 
or against the Government; and hence I pre- 
fer to be governed by the rule I have laid 
down, with the explanation I have given in 
reglrd to it. 


Cases not embraced within the said gen- 


eral rule (as herein explained) are to be 
taken up and settled in accordance with the 
facts as they may appear; and in all cases 
hereafter where a claim has been paid once, 
the papers are to be submitted to the Comp- 
troller for personal consideration.
